Put Arkansas 
in a'Bind' 


LITTLE 
ROCK (A£) - A 


staff report of the Associated 
Industries of Arkansas and the 
Arkansas State Chamber of 
Commerce says that a fiscal 
crisis in state government that 
began to emerge in 1961 was 
caused by a change In federal 
spending patterns, a "hidden 
recession, Inflation and the in- 
come tax windfall of 196546. 


The report said the the crisis 


first led to a special session of 
the General Assembly early in 
1968 to shuffle fund balances of 
state agencies to allow some 
programs to finish that fiscal 
year. 


Gov. 
Wintfifop 
Rockefeller 


then began to seek a large tax 
Increase in 1960. 


According to the study report, 


in the late 1950s and early 1960s, 
Arkansas had bumper revenue 
years because of rapid eco- 
nomic growth, an increase in 
the sales tax and "relatively 
large 
year-to-year increases 


from the federal government." 


The report said increases in 


the cigarette tax and gasoline 
tax and the windfall from the 
start of the state Income tax 
withholding heightened collec- 
tions in 1964-66. 


The situation worsened in 


1967, and the report gave these 
reasons: 


— Federal matching funds, 


which increased annually at an 
average rate of 17 per cent from 
fiscal 1956 through 1966, in- 
creased only about 4 per cent 
starting in fiscal 1966, and de- 
creasing 2 per cent in fiscal 
1969. 


—The so-called "hidden re- 


cession" of 1967-68 reduced gen- 
eral and special revenue re- 
ceipts rather sharply. 


—The decline in the rate of 


increased 
revenues that fol- 


lowed the Income tax windfall

Prison Trusty 
Guard Setup 
Challenged

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - Th« 


Arkansas prison system could 
be changed drastically by a suit 
to be heard Jan. 26 that chal- 
lenges the constitutionality of 
the system, 


U.S. District Court Judge J. 


Smith Henley will hear the suit, 
and his ultimate decision could 
be to close the state's prisons. 


That isn't considered likely, 


however, but one supporting na- 
ture of the state prison system 
could be changed—that of in- 
mates guarding other inmates 
under the trusty guard system. 


Jack Holt Jr. of Little Rock, 


who along with Philip Kaplan 
of Little Rock, represent prison 
Inmates In the case, said Tues- 
day it would be a possibility 
that the prisons would be closed 
by Henley or that prisoners be 
enjoined from further sentenc- 
ing to the prisons until certain 
conditions are corrected. 


By the end of the week, ac- 


cording to Holt, an amended 
suit will be filed with the court 
that will encompass the writs of 
23 prisoners, who have com- 
plained -of prison conditions. He 


Aid that additional coffipWflts 
will be added in the suits afar 
a series of Interviews with in- 
mates Is completed. 


According to H6H, the suit 


will state, in essence, that the 
Arkansas penal system is in 
violation of the federal constitu- 
tion. 


Primary complaints as out- 


lined by Holt stem from facili- 
ties at the prison, Correction 
Commissioner Robert Sarver 
says, on the whole, the com- 
plaints are justified. 


He said that one of the major 


questions to be decided in the 
suit, which may set a national 
precedent, concerns the trusty 
system and the guarding of in- 
mates by other armed prison- 
ers. 


Holt said the trusty system 


and the working of prisoners up 
to 80 hours a week at hard la- 
bor without an compensation 
may be found to constitute In- 
voluntary servitude. 


"The state furnishes nothing 


to these pe6ple other than a 
roof over their head, a field In 
which to work, rough bedding 
and clothing which is many 
times inadequate," he said. 


Holt has found that beatings 


are still going on at the prison 
and he attributes them to the 
barracks system. 


The barracks system, which 


will also be questioned, houses 
about 200 men In a unit with 
sometimes less than a foot be- 


tween beds, 


He said these living con* 


ditions b r e e d violence and 
homosexuiaity among the in* 
mates. 


Of the men lie is represent- 


ing, he said the majority of 
them are confined in isolation 
units, 
"I believe that there were 


about 16 in Isolation at Cum- 
mins last Friday," he said, and 
"of that number 14 were 1ft for 
protective custody." 


In addition to the complaint 


that the system does not pro- 
tect the Inmate's lives and 
property, the petition also will 
seek recognition that sanitation 
and health standards at the 
prisons are not fit for human 
beings. 


Holt said Henley wrote in a 


pretrlal memorandum that "the 
court will Include complaints 
about specific alleged practices 
and abuses" and the "constitu- 
tional validity of a system, it- 
self, characterized by trustys 
and the working of Inmates." 


In a hearing last June, Hen- 


ley ordered Sarver to make 
certain changes at the prison 
and, as a result, new housing 
units are being built at the pris- 
ons. 


He said he thinks Henley will 


give the prisons a period of 
time to correct certain condi- 
tions. 


Sarver said that it also would 


be possible that prisoners be 
held at the county jails rather 


than sent to the prisons 


"We can only do what 


have th« motwy to do," 
said, "tt the trusty p»fd sys* 
tern Is declared unconstHutlon- 
al, we *tn either have to hire 
guards or do without," 


"We do not have enough mon« 


ey to put shoes on the guards 
we now have," he said, 
"! think Judge Henley has 


made himself pretty clear," 
Sarver said, "He wants us to 
clean up the prison system, 1 
think the Inmates' complaints 
are Justified." 


Sarver pictured the situation 


as a stalemate, The department 
has no additional funds to make 
the manditory improvements 
that are projected to come from 
the hearing, even the possibility 
of federal aid seems dim,

In June 1968, I found a second 
causeway completed and work- 
men were busy putting the cen- 
tral span in place on the second 
bridge—to create a divided high- 
way across Tampa Bay.

TEL AVIV (AP) - Israeli 


Jets swung Into action on three 
Arab fronts 
today, downing 


three Syrian planes, striking at 
Egyptian military targets and 
pounding guerrilla bases in Le- 
banon, the Israeli military com- 
mand said. 


The Syrian planes, Soviet- 


made MIGZls, were Intercepted 
as they tried to attack Israeli 
positions in the occupied Golan 
Heights.

Israeli now claims to have 


shot down 17 Syrian planes 
since the 1967 Arab-Israeli war, 
including three MIGs during an 
Israeli bombing mission into 
Syria last month.
